When the power machinery ques- 
tion first came up, Mayor Armstrong 
remarked that they had wired for ten- 
ders and that he had on hand, 
At the same time he was holding a 
telegram, and the utilities commission- 
er remarked: “If that is a tender, Mr, 
Mayor, I wish (o say that it has been 
opened before it was brought to. this 
meeitng."
